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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant submits that "Gilmour does not disclose a process in which documents are first identified for a particular operator, and then 
involving the extraction of features from that limited set of documents for that particular operator (page 13 of the response). However, the 
Examiner points out that the claimed invention does not expressly recite a step in which a component of the computer support system 
actively identifies an operator prior to extracting features from the documents. While the document feature computer executable part 
"extracts operator-specific documents generated by one of the plurality of operators," the phrase "generated by one of the plurality of 
operators" is merely a descriptor of the operator-specific documents. In other words, this phrase implies that these documents were 
previously authored by the operators (which is understood in Gilmour since Gilmour finds relevant documents and then identifies 
document authors) as opposed to an active determination of document authors by a computer component prior to further document 
extraction (which is not expressly or implicitly recited in the claims). 
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
